Mueller team files first charges 
in ongoing Russia investigation

WASHINGTON — In what 
was seen as a black Monday for 
President Donald Trump’s 
White House, the special coun- 
sel investigating possible coordi- 
nation between the Kremlin and

charges, indicting Mr. Trump’s 
former campaign chairman and 
revealing how an adviser lied to 
the FBI about meetings with 
Russian intermediaries. 

The formal charges against a 
total of three people are the first 


public demonstration that Spe- 
cial Counsel Robert Mueller and 
his team believe they have iden- 
tified criminal conduct. 

Paul Manafort, who steered

HARRISBURG — Gov. Tom 
Wolf on Monday signed most of 
the bills needed to bring the 
state’s $32 billion budget into 
balance, authorizing an expan- 
sion of casino gambling and a 
borrowing plan pushed by law- 
makers. 

And he took one more oppor- 
tunity to complain about the 
politics of the Republican legis- 
lative majority that he blames 
for months of budget chaos and 
a credit downgrade. 

“Tm sick and tired of special- 
interest politicians, self-inter- 
est, political games trumping 
the public interest here in Har- 
risburg,” the Democratic gover- 
nor said in a speech at the 
monthly press club luncheon in 
Harrisburg. 

It sounded like an early cam- 
paign speech. Mr. Wolf is up for 
re-election next year, and one of 
the candidates who hopes to 
challenge him, Sen. Scott Wag- 
ner, R-York, was in the crowd. 

Still, even after the gover- 
nor’s speech and an impromptu 
news conference, many ques- 
tions remain unanswered.
